I was 
choked until my tongue protruded. The 
treatment I experienced at the hospital was 
so brutal that, with some other poor fellows, 
I broke out und escaped. They hunted for 
us allover Cook County and at last I surren- 
dered myself at Kankakee. There I was 
treated most humanely. I had almost com- 
plete liberty, roamed the grounds at will, and 
was ultimately released by writ of habeas 
corpus. Dr. Dewey, the Superintendent at 
Kankakee, told me nervousness and excita- 
were all I suffered from. ‘

„Po you know of any other cases? 

% Yes, there was another bad one. Justice 
J. M. Moore had a son in the insane asylum. 
The young man was peaceable and inoffen- 
sive. I saw him on one occasion. He was 
then a mass of cuts and bruises. He told me 
the attendapts had beaten him because he did 
not want to eat his breakfast. The ettendant 
eaid: I'll give you breakfast,’ and jumped 
on him unmercifully. On another occasion 
I saw an attendant beating young Moore with 
a belt. The brute called me a spotter ”’ be- 
cause I told him I would report him, and he 
at once threw me out of the ward.“ 

„% What steps did you take in the Moore 
case? 

„J went to Justice Moore's office at Thirty- 
ninth and State streets and told him what 1 
had seen. He sent another son and a consta- 
ble and removed the patient to Kankakee. The 
brutality had gone too far, and the lad died 
within three months of his removal. 

* The fact of my reporting the Moore case 
then leaked out.

Proposes to Build an Elevated Structure 
Ninety-third Street and Run Into Polk 


Street Station—If Necessary Electric . 


Motors May Be Used—Illinois Central 
May Join in the Enterprise Via the St. 
Charles Air Line. 


After having allowed countless opportuni.- 
ties to own terminal facilities in this city to 
flit by during the last twenty-five or thirty 
years the Baltimore and Ohio railroad com- 
pany is now trying to settle the question for 
all time, It wants to build an elevated 
terminal from Ninety-third street straight 
north as the crow flies on Dearborn street 
into the Polk street station. The question of

duced in the City Council at an early date is 
now under consideration. 

The Baltimore and Ohio company was one 
of the tirst to send its trains into Chicago, 
and if its project goes through will probably 
be the last trunk line to get a terminal here.

Bucher wae64 years of age, an old resi- 
dent of Chicago, and prominent in Swiss cir- 
cles. He left the saloon of Jolin Schneller, 
No. 132 Welle street, at 1:30 o’clock Thurs- 
duy morumg with $340. He was never seen 
alive again. When his body was fished 
out of the river at Market street an 

y pocketbook found in his coat told the 
story of foul play. Capt. Fyfe of the East 
Chicago Avenue Station has a half dozen 
men detailed on the case, and Detectives 
Maher and Facklin brought in several men 
last night whe were closely examined. 

Bucher was formeriy employed in the cus- 
tom-houge asa clerk and saved considerable 
money. His wife died several montns ago 
and at that time he quit his position and de- 
termined to invest his savings in some small 
business. 

He drew $400 from the bank and was in 
the habit of carrying the money about with 
him. Last Monday morning he called on 
hig friend and countryman, Henry Frey, 
galoonkeepet, No. 96 Clybourn avenue, 
and left $3840 with him to be kept 
over night. There were three $100 
bills, one $20 bill, and two 
$10 bills. He had a quantity of small change 
also. 

Departs with His Money. 
‘Wednesday morning Bucher called at Mr. 
Frey’s place and asked for the money, saying 
he had been looking at a small cigar store 
in Wells street which he thought he might 
purchase, 

Mr. Frey handed him the money. Bucher re- 
turned in theevening and remainel] at the 
saloon until about 10 o’clock, when he left, 
saying be believed he would go to his room at 
John Beck's hotel, No. 107 Weils street. 

John Schneller's saloon is at No. 132 Wells 
street and Bucher went into the place about 
11:30 o’clock. The Swiss Männerchor So- 
ciety was holding a meeting there and Bucher 
was warmly received by his friends. He 
bought several rounds of drinks and erhib- 
ited his pocketbook containing the money. 
„1 am firmly convinced that Bucher was 
murdered, said Mr. Schneller last night. 
„My theory is he had exhibited his money 
recklessly and had been shadowed ull even- 
ing. There was one peculiar thing about 
Bucher’s visit to my saloon Thursday night. 
Bucher was almost immediately followed 
into the saloon by a tough young fellow who 
ordered a glass of beer and after looking 
around went out. The incident. impressed 


itself upon my mind, for when I was closimg - 


not drunk, but was jovial, and I did not care 
to have him wandering about at such a late

place, but was unable to get in, and de-

Larson concinded to

Friday 
morning Svensson ndétified the West 
North Avenue P Station of 
Larson’s disappearance, Later he read the 
story of the finding of a coat, hat, and revol- 
ver near the lagoon in Litteoln Park, together 
with a pool of blood under a tree a short dis- 
tance away, and tho then that Larson 
might have been murdered there and thrown 
into the lake, 


Svenson Absent. 


Svenson was not at his saloon last night. 
His night bartender said he had gone to Pull- 
man to visit friends. The bartender said 
Larson was a quiet, inoffensive man, but 
seemed to be wide awake and thoroughly ca- 
pable of taking care of himself 
under ordinary circumstances, He was a 
man who drank, but never to excess, 
The saloon is a resort frequented mostly by 
Scandinavians. Being a stranger in the city 
and well supplied with money he was intro- 
duced to many of Svenson’s friends and drank 
with them. 

The bartender said he made frequent trips 
to the bank where hehad his money depos- 
ited, drawing amounts of $10 or leas. 

Tuesday, the day before he disappeared, 
Larson told Landi, the bartender, that he 
though he would go out to his mine in Alaska 
and dispose of it for what he could get and 
come back to Chicago to live. He said it 
would take about $130 to make the trip and 
Landin thinks he drew at leust that amount 
from the bank. 


MINNIE WILLIAMS SAID TO BE ALIVE, 


Alleged Telegram from Her Is Received 
by Holmes’ Attorney. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 20.—[Special.]—A 
etartling revelation came to light today in the 
Holmes case, W. A. Shoemaker, counsel for 
Holmes, received a message from Minnie 
R. Wuliams,“ dated Providence, R. I., which 
stated the seuder was alive and well.

The Baltimore and Ohio company ig now a 
tenant of this road, and the way it gets to 
Harrison street is the most circuitous route of 
any road entering the city, except perhaps the 
Pan-Handle. Should the Baltimore and Ohio 
succeed in its undertaking and get a franchise 
from the Council to build an elevated struct 
ural terminal north on Dearborn street it will 
have as fine an entrance te the city as any of 
the numerous railroad lines that load and un- 
load their freight and passengers in this 
metropolis and will shorten its time 
an hour. It involves, however, the 
turning over of ten or twelve miles 
of public thoroughfare to a railroad corpora- 
tion, and this will not be done without 
opposition by the property-owners. 

The company has an eye te tapping the 
suburban territory along the proposed route, 
and entering into direct competition with the 
electric and cable surface railroads. It will 
to some extent be a competitor of the Alley 
Elevated road, as it will parallel that road 
from Thirty-ninth street north, 

The company takes the position that the 

_etreet will be injured little as the tracks 
would be built on a structural elevation, such 
as is now used for the ordinary elevated roads, 
and if necessary might adopt electric motors 
to bring its through trains in and operate ita 
suburban service. 

An elevated terminal such as is proposed 
would probably cost the company less than to 
buy a right of way and build a surface road 
as Northern Pacific did. 

Thus far the elevated companies have been 
able to get their franchises from the Council 
without a compensation clause, or if one has 
been put in it has been exceedingly light. 
The company could afford to pay the city 
well for such a terminal. 

Ever since the Baltimore and Ohio com- 
pany fell out with the Illinois Central and 
cast its lot with the Northern Pacific it nas 
been more or less dissatisfied with its route 
into the city. The great objection is the loss 
of time in getting in and out of the city. 

The company’s lease with tne North- 
ern Pacific does not run out until

NEW JERSEY FOREST FIRE RAGING. 


Unless Heavy Rains Fall Many Lives May 
Be Lost. 

New York, Aug. 20.—{Special.J—A stiff 
southerly breeze all day has driven the New 
Jersey forést fire ahead, and Oe it is 
dating throu the pine forests and cedar 
swamps a few miles back of Port Republic 
and in the direction of New Gretna, where 
residents will be treated to an experience 
similar to Absecom's before the night is 
over unless the wind changes. 

The burning belt is surrounded on all sides 
by small villages and farming communities. 
To the north are Port Republic, Smithville, 
and New Gretna; to the south Pleasantville 
and Absecom; to the east, Leedspoint and 
Oceanville and to the west McKee-City, 
May’s Landing, and Egg Harbor City. Scat- 
tered between these places, in the path along 
which the forest fire is raging, are hundreds 
of isolated farmhouses. 

A majority of the teriants have fled to the 
villages. with their horses and cattle and 
as much ot their houschold goods as they 
could transport. A number who lived in 
houses which must have been destroyed have 
not been heard from, however, and it is 
feared that they have perished with their 
homes. 5 

Searching parties would be sent out but for 
the fact that the shifty nature of the blaze, 
which is liable to turn at a moment’s notice 
and swoop down upon any party attempting 
to scour the woods, deters them. All they can 
do is to watch and wait until the fire is ex- 
tinguished.

MANY LIVES IN PERIL. 


PASSENGER STEAMER SINKS NEAR 
NEWHAVEN, ENGLAND. 


Run Into by a Cargo Steamer and Its 255 
Passengers Have Forty-two Minutes in 
Which to Be Transferred Before the 
Ship Goes Down- Collision Near Cologn. 
in Which Eight Lives Are Lost- Inter- 
est Revived in the Waller Case- Gen- 
eral News from Abroad, 


London, Aug. 20.—The cargo steamer 
Lyon collided in the fog twenty miles off 
Newhaven with the passenger steamer Sea- 
ford, from Dieppe for Newhaven, today. The 
Seaford, sank within forty-five minutes. 
The 255 passengers and crew of 42 were 
transferred to the Lyon safely except three, 
who had their legs broken.

WANTS TIME IN THE WALLER CASE. 


France Gives Reasons for Long Delay~Ex- 
Consul Said to Be Seriously III. 

Paris, Aug. 20.—An important conference 
has taken place between United States Am- 
bassador Eustis and M. Benoit, in which the 
latter said however desirous the government 
might be of satisfying the demands made froin 
Washington it would take time to get the 
documents bearing on the case from Mada- 
gascar, Mr. Wailer is reported to be in an 
advanced stage of consumption. 

London, Aug. 20.—Fresh interest is added 
to the case of ex-United States Consul John 
L. Waller at Iama. Tamatave, Madagascar, 
by the presence here of Ethelbert Woodford, 
who assisted Mrs. Waller and children out of 
Madagascar after her husband had been sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for twenty years by 
a court-martial for alleged illegal communi- 
cation with the Hovas, against whom the 
French are waging war. 

According to Mr. Woodford the sole evi- 
dence against the ex-Consul was embodied in 
letters to his wife and from a Hova friend, 
wherein the occupation of Madagascar by the 
French was discussed and description given 
of alleged outrages upon women. 

Mr. Woodford declares, however, that the 
real cause for the French action againet Con- 
sul Waller is the fact that he had obtained 
valuable concessions froin the Hovas and 
that Mr. Waller had received his exequatur 
from the Hovas Government though opposed 
by the French, who had the right to determine 
who shall be the Consul at Tamtatave, 

„The heavy additional expense, says Mr. 
Woodford, of rescuing the Waller family 
was unexpected to me. On the journey over- 
land to Vattomandry, which is seventy miles 
south of Tamatave, seven days were required. 
Our party consisted of eighty Carriewi, Mr. 
and Mrs. Waller, and myself. There was no 
incident on the journey owing to the Ho- 
vas being friendly to myself and to Wal- 
ler. I did not land at Tamatave as Mr. 
Waller had warned ‘me that the French 
were seeking me and would shoot 
me if they could catch me oviug to my visit 
to the capital, where they kvew I had been 
in communication with the Hova Government 
and the army officials, I left the island of: 
Mauritius and came on here via Paris, at 
which latter place I communicated all I knew 
of the case to United States Ambassador Eus- 
tis, through whom I am informed the United 
States Government has sent to Mauritius for 
Mrs. Waller, who sails from there today and 
who will come to Paris.” 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.—The State 
Department is firmly resolved to actively 
press the Waller case to a conclusion. A dis- 
patch in line with this policy was sent to Am- 
bassador Eustis today. The department is 
satisfied that none of the consular reports in 
the case has been tampered with by ‘the 
French authorities as its files are complete, 


THINK CHINA WILL COME TO TIME. 


American Officers to Be Allowed at the 
Ku Cheng Investigation. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.—The State De- 
partment was informed today there was 
some disposition on the part of the Chinese 
officials not to allow the American and British 
officers to be present at the investigation of 
the Ku Cheng riots. It is stated at the de- 
partment that the usual hitch has occurred, 
in which the Chinese officials have refused to 
allow any interference with their forms of 
proceedure. 
been an investigation of the kind proposed 
the same objections have been made, the 
Chinese officials feeling they may lose pres- 
tige with their peopie if they allow foreigners 
to participate in their courts. These objec. 
tions have always ended in the submission of 
the Chinese after some delay. 

It can be stated authoratatively that the in- 
structions to Minister Denby cover all ques- 
tions now in controversy and that the investi- 
gation will be conducted in such a manner as 
to allow the American representative to se- 
cure complete and full information as to the 
cause of the riots and the persons partici- 
pating in them, whether high or low. The 
assurance is also given that this will be done 
in sucha manner as to leave nothing for 
complaint by the American people on the 
score of failure to obtain the facts relating to 
the disturbances, 

It is not probable Minister Denby has been 
directed to make any such demand as that to 
be made by the British Minister at Pekin, 
as it is known here such a demand will not 
be necessary. It is understood the Chinese 
Minister has informed his government that 
the best interests of China will be served by 
according to the American and British offi- 
cers the most thorough facilities for obtaining 
all information desired.

Gen. Salcedo Returns from the Seat of War 
and Predicts That the Rebellion Will 
Be Crushed by the New Force of Troops 
with the Beginning of 1896—Details of 
Battles in which the Insurgents Were 
Routed- Cuban Bank Asked for $1,500,- 
000 to Pay War Expenses, 


Madrid, Aug. 20.—Gen. Salcedo has re- 
turned here from Cuba, and declares that the 
campaign there will be renewed in November, 
when Santiago de Cuba, Avila, and Puerto 
Principe will be strongly garrisoned. Gen. 
Salcedo believes these measures, together 
with the watch on the coast to guard against 
the landing of further expeditions, will end 
the rebeilion with the beginning of 1896. 

Official reports here are to the effect that 
Col. Santadez met the insurgents at Lomas, 
Province of Santa Clara, and has routed 
them. The insurgents, it is said, lost fifteen 
dead and wounded, while the troops lost five 
wounded. 

News is also received that the rebels have 
burned the plantation Grande in the Province 
of Puerto Principe, belonging to the heirs of 
Enrique Sariot. 

Maj. Anino, with the forces of the Battalion 
Barbohn, fought the insurgent band of Basilo 
Guerra, according to official reports, at their 
camp on the plantation of Adaola, near 
Buena Vista, in the District of Remedios. 
The insurgents left three dead and retreated, 
carrying their wounded, 

Insurgents Kouted in Jutia. 

A report has been received that Lieut.-Col. 
Tejeda has had a fight with the insurgent 
band of Higinio Vasquez, which numbered 
500, in Jutia, Province of Santiago de Cuba. 
The insurgents retired with their dead and 
wounded. Col. Tejeda also reports that he 
surprised 200 insurgent cavalry in Burenes. 
The insurgents left four dead upon their re- 
treat and lost one prisoner. The troops had 
six wounded, 

Col. Uliver reports that he has again fought

The official 
report says that twenty of the plantation la- 
borers made a valorovs defense for hours, 
and after two had been killed and six wounded 
and the ammunition had become scarce they 
were obliged by the flames to surrender. The 
insurgents retreated, and also had many dead 
and wounded, 

The insurgent chief, Dommgo Mujica, who 
has been in prison at Matanzas, was court- 
martialed and shot today. 

Asked fer All the Troops He Wanted. 

There is the best authority for saying that 
Gen. Salcedo, when he departed for Spain, 
did not carry to Madrid any mission from 
Captain-General Campos to her Majesty the 
Queen Regent nor to the government, The 
news which has been cabled from Madrid that 
Gen. Campos needed more troops than he had 
asked for, and that when he requested 14,000 
soldiers the government will send 25,000, is 
pronounced to be untrue.

A.—Things of that kind occur 
and they do not atfect persons that are in con- 
tact with them as much as they do people who 
hear them, but it was looked on as a deplorable 
action—all the officials and all the attendants as 
as far as I know. 

Q.—Couldit have been prevented? A.—Under 
the conditions, I would say no. There was only 
one attendant on the ward at the time. With 
two attendants on the ward and one with more 
experience than Anderson had, the probability is 
that it might have been prevented.

CRUM 18 SAID TO BE IMPROVING. 


Iowa’s Crack Sprinter Tries a New Style of 
Starting Away. 

John V. Crum, America’s crack amateur 
sprinter, who arrived in Chicago from Iowa 
a few days ago to take part in the Western 
athletic championships to be held on the 
C. A. A. field Aug. 31, is training faithfully 
and: practicing to leave the mark quicker 
than formerly. Crum, who was brought out 
by Ed Moulton, the veteran sprinter, and 
naturally adopted the old style of leaving 
the mark, standing almost erect, which 
makes from one to two yards’ difference in 
100 yards as against the new or crouched 
style. Manager Harry Cornish, under 
whose supervision Crum has been training, 
has been teaching the champion ‘to start 
from the crouched position, and finds that, 
with the little experience he has had since 
his arrival, it has improved his starting 
wonderfully. The little champion, how- 
ever, had his doubts about the new method 
being better than the old as far as he was 
concerned, an 
given a private trial 1223 with Leon 
Losier, a crack 7ö-yard professional and a 
fast man to leave the mark. Cornish fired 
the pistol, and before Leon knew what was 
up Crum was leading him by a yard in the 
first ten, increased it to two at the 75-yard 
mark, and beat him by fully four yards in 
the 100, It was expected by both Cornish 
and Crum that Losier would at least lead 
for half the distance, but the champion left 
the mark quicker than was really expected. 
Although Crum won every 100 and 220 sprint 
he started in this summer, it was noticeable 
that his competitors always led him at the 
first half of the journey, which, of course, 
was due to his slow starting. Should he 
perfect the new style there is no reason, 
say his friends, why he should not cover 
the 100 yards in 9 3-5. Mr. Cornish said yes- 
terday that he did not have the least fear

New York, Aug. 20.—The first formal trial 
race between Defender and Vigilant to give 


to decide which boat should be named to 
defend the cup ended unsatisfactorily today 
outside Sandy Hook; in the same waters 
the cup race will take place in. The boats 
raced not only @ give the committee a line 
on them, but also for a cup John Jacob As- 
tor offered to the winner of the majority of 
the races that the committee should order. 

The winner of the cup, however, will not 
necessarily be the defender of the America 
cup. One boat might beat the other three 
times straight, and yet the America Cup 
committee will have absolute power and dis- 
cretion in picking the defender. The com- 
mittee might decide from its observations 
during the cruise of the New York Yacht 
club to the eastward, and ignore these trial 
races altogether if it so chose to do. 

It is believed the committee ordered these 
trial races more in the hope it would see De- 
fender in a good stiff breeze, if not a hard 
wind, a conditien of things in which it has 
not yet had the opportunity of displaying its 
power. The committee came near having 
the desired view today, but it was fore- 
stalled by an accident that prevented De- 


breeze of wind. 

In fact, it was the stiffness of the breeze 
that brought dire injury to the fin-keeled 
boat. The breeze stirred up its rigging so 
much and played such havoc among it that 
it loosened it to a material extent up toward 
the masthead, and caused such damage De- 
fender had to withdraw or take a liberal 
chance at carrying away its topmast. It 
was afterward found the slacking up of the 
rigging was so extensive the yacht would 
not be able to compete in the second trial 
race for a week. The committee, having 
learned this fact, decided at the New York 
Yacht club house tonight that the next two 
trial races would take place Tuesday and 
Wednesday of next week. 


Is a Mystery to Experts. 

It is a mystery to yachtsmen, especially 
those who have given the closest attention 
to the rigging of boats, why Defender’s stays 
weakened under a breeze which enabled it 
to still carry its clubtopsail, which the yacht 
did when it stopped, and continued to do all 
—— way up the bay to the anchorage off Bay 

ge. * 

The Vigilant, too, was prevented from go- 

ing over the whole course, but from a differ- 


ent cause. After it had made its first round 


of the ten miles to windward and return it 
hauled down its clubtopsail and then ran up 
against a wind that burst its jib into shreds. 
Nothing daunted, however, it ran up an- 
other jib and was proceeding on the course 
the second time when the committee boat 
Luckenbach notified the yacht it need go no 
farther; that Defender had withdrawn, and 
that Vigilant had been decided the winner 
of the day’s race. 

When the yachts were ordered to start on 
their trial journey there was a nice little 
breeze of nine or ten knots blowing from 
south-southwest. There was no possible oc- 
casion for a pretest at the start today. When 
the racers came about and headed down to 
the line there was fully three lengths of 
clear water between them, Vigilant for the 
first time being in advance. They came 
scurrying along to the bow of the lightship. 
with mainsail, clubtopsail, forestaysall, and 
jib set. Defender probably never showed 
such a finely setting suit of canvas but Vig- 
ilant’s clothes were even better.

THE DUNNING INVESTIGATION. 

The investigation of affairs at the Dun- 
ning Insane Asylum has begun, and before 
it shall be finished it may include all the 
county institutions. The committee of in- 
vestigation isan unwieldy one. It comprises 
all the members of the County Board, 
though one or two are out of the city, and 
seven outside persons, representing various 
institutions aud labor organizations, whose 
services have been enlisted by Mr. Healy to 
aid the bodrd in its work. The Committee 
on Plan of Action has outlined a method of 
procedure which includes the securing of in- 
formation as to the equipment, attendants, 
treatment, mode of punishment or control, 
diet, clothing, etc.; further, the appointment 
of special committees to investigate the 
present condition of patients as to physical 
injuries and specific charges of misman- 
agement of any kind. Furthermore, as 
President Healy is the responsible manager 
of this investigation, and as he has indl- 
cated his desire to go to the very bottom of 


charges, of boodling which may be made 
and any specific charges with regard to 
other county institutions should come with- 
ih the scope of the committee. It is big 
enough to fivestigate the affairs of the State

They are proud of their victories and 
of their heroes, but the doctrine of the di- 
vine right of Kings died with the old Em- 
peror, William II. may seek to advance 
the empire on the old lines of autocracy, 
but at each fresh encounter with the peo- 
ple he will find that monarchical precedents 
are of no avail and that he must more and 
more bow to the popular will on the new 
lines of free representative government. 


INSOLENT CHINESE OFFICIALS. 

The news comes from Foo Chow that the 
Chinese officials have refused to allow the 
American and British Consuls to be present 
at the examination of prisoners and other 
witnesses as to the recent massacre of mis- 
sionaries at Ku Cheng. It is as yet somewhat 
uncertain whether this refusal comes from 
local officials or from the government itself, 
and if from the former whether it is sanc- 
tioned by the latter. In either case it is an 
insolent defiance of the authority of Great 
Britain and the United States in the persons 
of their Consuls. Whatever may be the 
source of the opposition, neither government 
can submit to it. The Chinese must not be 
allowed to carry their dislike of foreigners 
to the extent of refusing an open investiga- 
tion of an atrocious crime, and they will be 
disappointed if they expect that Great Brit- 
ain and the United States will be satisfied 
with an ex parte examination of witnesses 
at which their ewn repréBentatives are not 
allowed to be present. Such an examination 
would be merely a gratification of Chinese 
prejudices and an acquittal of the gullty 
parties. 

Assuming that the facts are correctly re- 
ported, the respective government’ must 
promptly demand reparation and muster 
the necessary force to secure it. The Chi- 
hese must be brought to their senses, even 
if it involves war, and if the Chinese Gov- 
ernment is so weak that it cannot secure pro- 


. tection for foreigners, now that a considera- 


ble numbers of ports have been opened to 
the world under the provisions of the recent 
treaty with Japan, then. the Western na- 
tions must undertake the task. China is 
the last corner of the world to which they 
are refused access. The war with Japan 
evidently has not taught it anything. It 
still retains its century-old hatred of for- 
eigners, and still seeks to shut out the world 
with its wall of antique conservatism. 
Should China not reform its conduct toward 
Europeans the outcome may be the parti- 


‘tion of the empire among the powers, as 


Africa has recently been divided among 
them. In such an event Russia would be 
likely to seize all north of the Great Wall 
and outlets south of it to the Pacific Ocean, 
possibly including Pekin and Tien-Tsin, 
the. seaport of China. The English would 
take Canton and a large slice in that part of 
China. Germany would reach out for Cen- 
tral China, the Shanghai territory, and 
France would take her part next north of 
Germany. The remarkable ease with which 
the Japanese overran China may tempt the 
European powers thus to divide up the Ce- 
lestial empire, each taking a section con- 
taining from eighty to a hundre@ nion 
people, and procéed to the Introduction of 
civilization, as the English have done in 
India. In such a partition the United States 
would remain neutral and look on. Its logic- 
al compensation in such an-‘event would be 
the appropriation of North American terri- 
tory, including Canada and the West Indian 
sugar, tobacco, and fruit islands. 


THE SALE OF THE CITY WARRANTS. 
The action of a Cleveland firm in taking 
for itself and New York associates the war- 
rants which the City Controller offered in 
vain in Chicago is an agreeable surprise.

atest proposal made by the social refermers 
in Paris is that bread shall be distributed free. It 
is expected by them that competition would at- 
ford 4 sufficient safeguard against any deteriora- 
tion in the quality of the bread, and as regards 
the expense, the baker should be paid by the mu- 
nicipality in proportion to the quantity of flour pur- 
chased by him in the market, the money being 
derived from the rates and voluntary subscrip- 
tions. The opinion of sevetal public men has been 
asked on this subject. M. Eliwee Reclus writes 
that he would gladly subseribe to the bread fund, 
but that, though the idea is praiseworthy, it is 
not practicable, as the capitalists would never 
countenance a plan that would permit their em- 
ployés to go on a strike and remain out indefinitely. 
M. ¥ves Guyot says that the idea is absurd, as the 
consumers would have to pay for the bread by in- 
direct taxation, M. Emile Zola questions the jus- 
tice of the scheme anf points out that the, va use 
ot the decline ot the Roman Empire was due to 
the gratuitous distribution of corn. M. Cornet, a 
municipal Counellor and retired baker, says that 
the question is an absurd one. The average daily 
consumption of bread represents fifteen centimes 
per,head in Paris and is the smallest item in the 
expenses of the household. If the State once gave 
bread to all comers. it would soon have to supply 
meat, clothing, thing; and, moreover, 
Paris would be with foreigners from 
— where bread would continue to be sold. 
—EX. : 

There is nothing extraordinary in this de- 
mand, nor is it pecullar to French socialism. 
The basic idea of socialism everywhere is a 
condition of society in which the worthless,

That would 
be the outcome of universal socialism, The 
people, however, would no more assent to 
that than they will to maintain a given num- 
ber in idleness. If the French Government 
were bye enough to yield te this socialistic 
demand and give bread free to the Parisian 
proletariat, it would only be a question of 
time how soon it would have to furnish them 
with all their food, drink, and clothes and 
pay their house rents. It would be a nice 
thing for the loafers. It would not hurt the 
bakers, as they would get their pay from 
the government, until the money gave out. 
The burden would come upon the toiling 
masses, and they would not endure it a week. 
They would rise and drive the socialistic pau- 
pers out of Paris. The socialistic paradise 
of existence without work at the expense of 
the State will never be realized in this work- 
aday world,

MAKE ENJOYABLE DINNERS, 


Harmony in Matters Pertaining to. the 
Table and Serving Are Quite as Impor- 
tant as Skill in the CuisineHostess 
Should Study Taste and Suitability in 
Selecting Menu and Decorations=Much 
Depends Upon Careful Placing of Guests 

The unwritten law which makes the giving 
of one or more “smart” dinners during the 
season insumbent upon those who take and 
keep an assured position in society has a 
binding foroe only realized by those who have 
horne the honors of entertainment, says L. 
H. Yates in the London Queen. In order to 
entertain well there are many considerations 
to take into account, a number of which can 
be well summed up by the word “arrange- 
ment.“ 

Though the artistic spreading of the table 
has much to do with the esthetic enjoyment 
of it the success of the dinner from the 
guests’ point of view will not depend upon 
that, nor will it entirely depend upon the 
skill displayed in the cuisine, A dinner, to be 
successful, must have every item of the menu 
clearly thought out beforehand, for on the 
selection and arrangement of the dishes 
happy or otherwise—wil! depend not only the 
eharacter of the dinner but the comfort of 
the guests and the harmonious working of 
the staff. Occasionally, for instance, one 
rises from a table apparently perfect in its 
artistic arrangement and every dish sent up 
to which was most excellent of its kind with 
only a sense of failure as the result, simply 
and solely because of the waits“ that oc- 
curred: all too frequently, making gaps in 
the continuity of the meal that taxed every 
effort of conversation to bridge over. 

A hostess has not only to study taste and 
suitability in the selection of her menu and 
in the color scheme which obtains in the 
floral decoration of her table but the arrange- 
ment of the dishes which compose the menu 
must be as varied as the culinary art can 
make them, both in essence and in appear- 
ance. The flavor wnich forms the chief char- 
acteristic of one dish may not reappear, even 
in a minor form, in a second; if anchovies 
come in among the savories anchovy saute 
must not be put with fish, nop should cold 
cheese follow if cheese sayories come first, 
and if one fish is served à la créme white 


sauce should not accompany the other. 


Since the introduction of enticing little 
paper cases, and china or silver pans, rame- 
quins, and all their kin have rapidly come 
into favor, the convenience of partaking of 


or of passing to each guest a portion com- 
plete in itself being too obvious to need rec- 


ommendation, When some one more cun- 
ning than the generality of men comes to 
the fore with an arrangement whereby the 
vegetables and sauces that are said to gar- 
nish our roast or joint can appear simulta- 
neously with it we shall indeed feel that 
the acme of comfort has been attained. 
Then, and not before, though waiters be 
punctilious and fleet of foot, will the fatal 
pause, dreaded alike of host and guest, be- 
come an impossible occurrence, . 

Another matter of arrangement, perhaps 
the most important one of all in the mind 
of the entertainer, is the right selection and 
placing of the guests themselves. Apart 
from the attention required by rank and 
precedence, every hostess recognizes the 
desirability of bringing the congenially dis- 
pesed into contact with each other. But 
this is a difficulty that belongs to the din- 
ner of every time and season. ’ 

It is well for us that, while fashion some- 
times adds to our responsibilities, she also 
occasionally lightens them.

The warrants are not an ad- 
dition to the debt of the city, but simply a 
lien on taxes for this year, which taxes the 
city must use due diligence to collect. But 
while the law passed at the last session of 
the Legislature says the city may pay 5 
per cent interest on them the Council made 
no provision for that purpose in its appro- 
priation bill passed last March. Hence 
there is no fund from which interest can be 
paid. But the Council next spring can 
make a specific appropriation for the inter- 
est, and no doubt that will be Gone. The 
obligation is one of ho&or, which the city 
could not afford to repudiate, and the buy- 
ers of the warrants appear to have no anx- 
lety on that score. It is exceedingly prob- 
able that they or others in Cleveland and 
New York will be quite ready. to take sub- 
sequent offerings, which may amount to 
two million dollars or more. But it also is 
probable that the Chicago bankers who have 
refused to take this issue will not see any 
practical objection to the warrants that 
will be offered later.

CENSUS OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

The recent State census in Massachusetts 
is in the nature of a disappointment to the 
dwellers in the Hub, as they had fondly an- 
ticipate@ Boston would pass the half-million 
mark, whereas it is found to contain 404,205 
population, as compared with 448,477 in 
1890 and 800,398 in 1885. Nevertheless this 
is a gratifying gain, the percentage of in- 
crease since 1885 being 26.59. In the preced- 
ing decade it was only 23.6, It is noticeable 
that the ratio of growth in the outside munic- 
ipalities is larger than in Boston itself. 
There. are 26 of these municipalities within 
a radius of fifteen or twenty miles from the 
Hub, which it is the habit of its newspapers 
to claim as the greater Boston of the near 
future. “If they were annexed to the city 
now it would have a population of 071,512. 
Meanwhile it is in ordér to console the Hub 
for its failure to reach the half-million mark. 
It is probably due to the fact of the severe 
industrial depression of last year, which 
checked the growth of Boston as a manu- 
facturing center on the one hand, and on the. 
other to the failure of its enumerators to get 
in their work while the Christian Endeavor- 
ers were so largely in evidence in that city.

OHASE THE ENTIRE ISSUE. 


Local Bankers Are Surprised and Con- 
troller Wetherell Is Happy and Proud 
of the Way the Financial Deal Is 
Carried OuteHayes & Co., Who Offered 
a Premium of $470 on $100,000 Worth, 
Take the Entire Lot of $500,000—How 
the Business Was Transacted, 


Controller Wetherell is happy. He has dis- 
posed of his city warrants. W. J. Hayes & 
Cc., the Cleveland, O., brokers, who offered 
a premium of $470 on $100,000 worth of the 
warrants, took the whole issue, $500,000, 
yesterday. The Hayes firm was the only one 
which made an offer on the warrants, the 
local bankers seeming to fear there might be 
a hitchin the constitutionality of the law 
under which they were issued. Controller 
Wetherell went home Monday night, thought 
the matter over, and when he reached his of- 
fice yesterday morning opened corre - 
spondente with Hayes & Co. by telegraph. 
In the course of an hour or two he had 
reached an understanding with the Cleveland 
firm that it would take the entire issud et the 
same rate it had bid for the $100,000 batch. 
The warrants draw 5 per cent interest. 

The Controller has no doubt upon the sub- 
ject of the legality of the warrants and he 
agreed to knock the balance, amounting to 
$400,000, off to the Cleveland firm with the 
understanding their attorneys could look 
jnto the legal points raised more thoroughly, 
if they desired. A check for $5,000 accom- 
panied the bid opened Monday and if there 
should be a “flunk” as to the $100,000 
worth the money will be forfeited. No de- 
posit is made as to the werrants negotiuted 
yesterday. Thelump premium to be paid 
by the Cleveland firm is $2,350. 

How They Are Divided. 


Hayes & Co.’s bid represented a number of 
Eastern and some local buyers. Farson, 
Leach & Co, of Chicago reported late in the 
afternoon that they were interested in the 
contract to the extent of $25.000, and that 
they had been awarded $25,000 of the war- 
rants, The peome represented by Hayes & 
Co. evidently came to the conclusion the 
legal question involved was not important. 
The Controller has called fer an opinion 
from the city law department. The attor- 
neys for the purchasers had of course exam- 
ined the question also, and while it. was ad- 
mitted there was some chance for hair split- 
ting, still it was believed the purchaser of the 
warrants would run practically no risk. 

Local banktrs were a good deal surprised 
atthe outcome, They had been confident 
there would be no bidadt all for the warrants, 
and they felt certain the city would have 
to find some other method of financiering. 
When they learned the bid had been made for 
the entire issue and ut a premium tney were 
at a loss to know how the Eastern people had 

ot around the legal objection which the local 

nkera raised. a 


Bank Cashier's Opinion. 


‘*The probability is the entire issue has 
been placed among a few Eastern in- 
stitutions, and no attempt will be made to re- 
sell the warrants to the general publie, said 
a cashier of one of the banks s esterday. 
There would be nothing in handling the war- 
rants on com mission—that is, in buying them 
and then peddling them out to investors. I 


‘presume some trust companies or savings 


banks have taken legal advice in the matter 
and concluded the chance of there being any 
litigation over them is small enough to war- 
rant their purchase. 

Controller Wetherell was much delighted 
at the result. He had taken a strong stand 
as to the legality of the bonds and he felt the 
Chicago bankers had in some cases unduly 
hampered his attempts to finance the affairs 
of the city out of an unpleasant position by 
bringing up legal objections which were not 
worthy of notice. He regarded the successful 
sale of the warrants in spite of the cloud cast 
on them by the local bankers as a triumph of 
the administration. It is probable there will 
be $2,000,000 more offered from time to 
time, and there is a feeling among Chicago 
bankers that local capital will not be given 
an opportunity to bid on any succeeding 
issues. The Controller finds the sentiment in 
the East much more favorable to the warrants 
than it is at home and he probably will seek 
a market for them there. ' 

The credit of this city has not been involved 
in the question at any time. No one has 
raised the slightest objection to the warrants 
on any ground except that of a strict con- 
struction of the law. The ability of the city 
to pay them and the certainty that they will 
be paid unless interfered with by injunction 
proceedings that might be brought by an in- 
dividual taxpayer has not been questioned.

“The Alley L' has the right to string 
wires there for its own use-—that right is 
given in its ordinance; but it has no right to 
let any other person OF corporation use its 
structure for that purpose. 

One theory advan in the matter was 
that the Postal company Was taking ad- 
vantage of a decision rendered in its favor 
by Judge Jenkins of the United States Court. 
This was in connection with the stringing 
of wires on Thirty-ninth street. The Judge 
held that it had the right to use all post 
roads in the United States, and defined a 
post road to be any road where United 
States mails are carried, and that in cities 
all streets where letters were delivered were 
post roads. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Dupuy 
said the matter had not been brought to his 
attention and that the rights of the com- 
panies would depend on the provis- 
ions of their ordinances, He did 
not think the decision of Judge Jen- 
kins would be construed so broadly as to 
permit the erection of poles and wires on 
streets where poles and wires were prohib- 
ited by city ordinance. . 

When asked if he would grant a permit 
to the Postal company, if One was applied 
for, Commissioner Kent said: 

“That depends upon the opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel, The Postal company 
enjoined the city a year ago from cutting 
off its wires north of Thirty-ninth street on 
an order passed by the Council on motion 
of Ald. Coughlin. It was contended by the 
city ‘that the Postal company had no fran- 
chise in the city proper, though it was string- 
ing its wires through the sectional conduit.“ 

Manager Hopkins reiterated the statement 
last night that the Postal company was in 
the alley before the railroad was, and had 
maintained a cable under the structure ever 
since the road was built, He said the trouble 
was the Postal had neglected to take out a 
permit to cross the streets, Supt, Parker of 
the Postal had told Mr. Hopkins he would 
apply for a permit today.

Mr. Cullerton in the course of a long speech 
said his chief purpose in introducing the 
resolution was to give the public some idea 
ot the duties of the board in relation to the 
assessment of capital stock. Personally 
ne was opposed to the assessment of capital 
stock unless all evidences of indebtedness 
‘are assessed. He said Chicago as a gen- 
eral rule had been treated fairly the 
State Board. All the property nort of 
Twelfth street nm Chicago with its magnifi- 
cent improvements was assessed onby 830,“ 
000,000. Mr. Cullerton cited the assessment 
on a number of well-known business prop- 
erties in Chicago to show the assessment 
was ridiculously low. 


Evils to Be Corrected Locally, 

Judge Scott expressed an opinion. that the 

act of the Legislature exempting certain cor- 
porations from assessment on their capital 
stock was not constitutional, but as the Leg- 
isiature, which is much nearer the people 
than the Board of Equalization, had at the 
last session refused to repeal this act, he 
thought it a warrantable assumption that 
the people did not want it repealed. As to 
the number of complaints about the law and 
unequal assessments by'local assessors, that 
Was a subject with which the State Board of 
«Equalization had nething to do. If individ- 
ual assessments in Cpr County were too low 
or if property there’ escaped taxation alto- 
gether; it was the fault of the people in elect- 
assessors who failed to do their duty.

A big chestnut horse attached to a light 
road wagon dashed wildly along Blue Island 
avenue in the vicinity of Center avenue yes- 
terday afternoon.

MICHIGAN PEACHES ARE PLENTIFUL. 


Prices Decline Under Heavy Receipts- Re- 
action in Hides. 


Receipts of Michigan peaches were very heavy 
yesterday, aggregating 60,000 baskets. A con- 
siderable proportion of the fruit was small and 
of quality called unsatisfactory. Prices weak- 
ened. Sales of Illinois peaches were also made on 
a lower basis. Apples and muskmelons were in 
good supply. Receipts of California fruit were 
liberal and of good quality. The market for cheese 
continues in an unsatisfactory condition.

The Union Loop people yesterday made fur- 
ther progress in their attempts to secure a 
right of way on Wabash avenue. Signatures 
covering 300 feet, it is claimed, were ob- 
tained, and it is said that follows a similar 
victory by which the loop people secured the 
consent of the holders of 288 feet the day 


before. Every one with the loop 
enterprise is talking with the greatest con- 
dence of the ultimate outcome. It is of 
course now evident the statements made a 
week ago to the effect that sufficient signa- 
tures had been secured were premature, 
They were undoubtedly put out for the pur- 
pose of influencing property-holders. The 
progress which the company has made with- 
ip the last two or three days, however, indi- 
cates that the work must now be nearly 
closed up. Af least that is the claim of the 
insiders. Some of the signatures obtained 
yesterday. are said to be from members of 


the protective asociation, 

The Metropolitan elevated railroad is be- 
ing operated for $800 a day, That report is 
not an official one, but it comes from people 
largely interested in the securities who 
claim to know that the figures are correct. 
It is said further that while the traffic has 
fallen off some within the last few weeks it 
has not fallen to anything like the figures 
which have been current in some quarters. 
It is claimed that the average is still up to 
40,000 a day. As against that, figures are 
quoted by Stock Exchange bears which run 
well below 30,000 a day, and in the absence of 
any official information the public must be 
left to make its own conclusions. If the road 
is carrying 40,000 people a day and being op- 
erated for 8800 the 1 economical 
expenses of 40 per cent are shown. 

One more brewer has signed the agree- 
ment, and there are now only two Chicago 
brewers and one in St. Louis out of the ar- 
rangement. The brewers continue to talk 
dismally of the outlook, but that is evident- 
ly for the purpose of preventing any too 
hopeful publication regarding the situation. 
They claim that the agreement has been all 
but signed two or three times and over- 
thrown because of published statements to 
the effect that it would surely be consum- 
mated. There is some buying of brewery 
securities, but the movement that direc- 
tion is by no means large. It is doubtful if 
there will be any great advance in brewery 
securities if the agreement does become ef- 
fective. It is true the price of beer will be 
put up, and there is strong hope on the part 
ot the people who framed the present agree- 
ment that it is of a nature which will permit 
an advance in prices without the possibili- 
ty of bringing up new competition. In spite 
of all that the public remembers the brew- 
erles are heavily overeapitalised, and even 
in years of large earnings the expectations 
of stockholders have been a long way from 
realized because of the enormous sums 
charged up to depreciation and re- 
pairs, The brewery situation seems 
to have reached the point where 
the new, small breweries can make 
beer more cheaply than the syndicate con- 
cerns, and so long as that fs true the public 
is likely to hesitate about making extensive 
investments even when an agreement does 
exist that may for a time prevent natural 
laws from working. |

‘The Senator Writes to the Inter-State Com- 
merece Commission in Regard to Pools 
Railroad Men Say No Pool Is Intended, 
Only a Combination for the Making and 
Maintaining of Reasonable Rates=0pin- 
fom That the Note of Alarm Is Justi- 
fled=General News of Railroads. 


Eastern railroad officials profésss to look 
upon Senator Chandler’s letter to the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission as a sort of 
political buncombe. Yet they seem to be 
considerably put out at what they call the 
Ampugning of their motives, They say no 
pool is intended, simply a combination for 
the making and maintaining of reasonable 
rates, under the direction of a Board of Con- 
trol. At the same time disinterested parties 
think Senator Chandler has sounded a most 
timely keynote of alarm. 

While the railroad magnates pretend to 
have no intention of forming a money 
pool, yet it is learmed that the pro. 
posed new agreement is nothing more 
nor less than a pool, and instead of a division 
of earn 5 provides for a division of ton- 
nage, u the direction of a board af con- 
trol, which is invested with arbitrary powers 


to regulate rates and secure a proper evening 
up of percentages. Tnis board would have 
the power of discharging railroad officials 
found violating the agreement and cut off re- 
calcitrant and stubborn roads from inter- 
change of through business with the combi- 
nation lines. 

An arrangement of this kind, it will be ad- 
mitted, is just as dangerous to the public in- 
terests, if not more so, than a regular money 
pool would be. Such board of control as is 
prt — could put rates up to any figure 
they pleased and would be ableto 2 
them regardless of the pleadings and protesta- 
tions of shippers and merchants. 

Senator Chandler’s alarm was no doubt 
caused by the subserviency of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission thus far shown to the 
railroad interests. No earnest efforts have 
been made by the commission for several 
years past to enforce the inter-State com- 
merce act, and it is a well-known fact that 
the law, to ail intents and purposes, has be- 
come a dead letter. Although the law is con- 
tinually and . violated, few pros- 
ecutions under it 
and in only two or three instances have con- 
victions been secured against subordinate offi- 
ciais. Once in a while a few of Com- 
missioners make a trip to the West and 


pers. In most cases the railr are sus- 
tained, and iu those where they are not the 
decision is seldom, if ever, enforced, and the 
railroads continue to do as they please. 2 
can be no doubt that unless the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission wakes up and per- 
forms its duty the quasi pools now in opera- 
tion and in pr of formation will do im- 
mense injury to public interests just as is 
claimed by Senator Chandler. 

Speaking of the New York Presidents’ 
meeting and the probable effect of the pro- 
posed arrangement, President Huntington of 
the Southern Pacific says:

Milwaukee and St. * enn 
Beaten at His Own Game. 

Pierre, 8. D., Aug. 20.—[Special. }—There is 
quite a rivalry between the Northwestern 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
roads for the cattle shipments from the 
range west of here. As a usual thing the 
Northwestern gets the best of it, making its 
shipments from this city. The western ter- 
minal of the Milwaukee road isat Chamber- 
lain, and that road wants shipments made 
from that point instead of Pierre. To secure 
‘business for their road they sent out Mayor 
Seaman of Mitchell to use his influence to 
turn shipments from Pterre to Chamberlain. 
In this relation Mr. Seaman tells a rather 
good story on himself.
